"I want to take little ‘Georgia* to 
see the animals," is what every father 
aaya when he atarta away from home 
on hla annual visit to the circus, and 
the same bluff goes for little Gwendo­ 
len on Commonwealth avenue and lit­ 
tle ‘‘Mike’’ at the north end. 
Fond 
relatives always are glad of the ex­ 
cuse to teach the youngsters all about 
the animala—and see the circus them­ 
selves—but the chances are that they 
do not appreciate the true significance 
of a menagerie. 
To the circus vis­ 
itor It means strange animala and 
thrills, popcorn and peanuts. 
To the 
circus company It meaus something 
like $750,000. says the Boston Tran­ 
script. 
This figure, however, is by 
po means arbitrary, for the value of 
wild beasts fluctuates remarkably To­ 
day the value of a rhinoceros may be 
$10,000, but let a few more rhinos be 
hauled from their African lairs and 
be put on the European market, and 
the value per animal may drop 60 
per cent. 
Another thing that affects the valu­ 
ation of wild animala la the question 
aa to whether they are acclimated or 
green.” The mortality rate among the 
latter—animala fresh from the Jungle 
—la exceedingly high. The wild ani­ 
mal that has demonstrated the fact 
that It can live In a cage, particularly 
a cage that hope, skips and jumps 
over the country with a circus, has 
more than tripled hla value. 
A fresh chimpanzee from Africa la 
worth from $300 to $1,000. 
Let this 
same chimpanzee prove by hla con­ 
tinued existence 
that cage 
life la 
pot mortally tedious to him and im­ 
mediately bls value leaps to $2,600. 
Another Instance la the giraffe. In 
spite of the fact that It la a rare 
beast, Its market value la only about 
$7,000. 
The simple reason for thla 
la that the giraffe In captivity bai 
such a small chance of continued ex­ 
istence that the average showman 
does not care to gamble $7,000 on It. 
The elephant market fluctuates 
a 
great deal. The price of a 'green" ele­ 
phant runs from $1,000 to $5,000. 
Get 
that elephant used to captivity and bls 
value jumps; but train him to stand 
on his head, ring a bell, beat a drum 
or balance himself on a rolling hall, 
and immediately his value soars That 
is why the herd of 40 elephants In one 
big abow la valued at more than $25i>,- 
000. 
The animala born each winter In 
the menagerie of a large circus are 
worth about $40,000
